Wholesale price increase 


down from October's rate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Wholesale prices rose 1.2 per 
cent last month, down 
sharply from October’s rate, 
and President Ford cited 
further evidence of an easing 
of inflationary pressures. 

A White House spokesman 
described Ford as “‘grateful’’ 
and quoted the President as 
saying the “figures indicate 
the price easing is close to 
earlier expectations.” 

The wholesale price report 
for November, released 
Thursday by the Labor 


Department, showed that 
while the increase was large, 
it was less than half the 2.5 
per cent rise in October. It 
also was significantly smaller 
than the average monthly 
increase of near 2 per cent 
during the past year. 

While farm and food prices 
on the wholesale market 
continued to increase sharply 
last month, prices of 
industrial commodities— 
regarded by economists as a 
more sensitive measure of 
inflation—rose at the slowest

House committee 
OK’s Rockefeller 


WASHINGTON ~— The House Judiciary Committee 
Thursday overwhelmingly approved Nelson A. Rockefeller’s 
nomination as vice president, opening the way for final 
congressional action on the nomination by the House late 
this week. The vote was 26 to 12. 

President Ford predicted earlier this week that the House 
would vote overwhelmingly on Thursday or Friday of next 
week to confirm Rockefeller although he said there could be 
as many as 100 votes against the nomination. 

The President said Rockefeller would be sworn in as the 
nation’s 41st vice president shortly after the House vote. The 
Senate voted earlier this week to confirm the nomination. 

Earlier, an Associated Press survey found 25 of the 38 
members of the House Judiciary Committee inclined to vote 
for confirmation, nine inclined to vote against and four not 
saying. 

Commenting on the Senate’s confirmation Tuesday by a 
vote of 90 to 7, Ford said, “I assume the House will do 
roughly the same.” He noted there were 35 votes against his 
own confirmation as vice president last year. 

The President made the comments to Rockefeller’s 
brother, David, during a meeting at the White House. 

Nearly all of Nelson Rockefeller’s opponents and some of 
his supporters on the House Judiciary Committee cited 
potential conflict of interest from his wealth and his loans 
and gifts to public officials. 

In other action, a multi-billion-dollar tax bill to end the 
petroleum depletion allowance, to tax windfall profits of 


oilmen, and to give average Americans a tax cut, was killed 
Thursday by the House Rules Committee. 

By 9 to 4, the committee which directs the flow of bills to 
the House floor, sent the massive tax legislation to its death 
simply by refusing to consider the bill’s merits. 

There was prompt talk of finding a way to resurrect the 
bill in the final days of this session. The major step in this 
direction, however, would require a two-thirds majority vote 
of the House for passage instead of the simple majority that 
would have been required if the Rules committee had cleared 
the way. 

Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., acting chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee which recommended the legislation after 
many months of work, told reporters he presently was not in 
a position to say whether a resurrection attempt would be 
made. 

Asked if the leadership would schedule House action on 
such a two-thirds majority attempt to resurrect the bill, 
Democratic leader Thomas P. O’Neill Jr. of Massachusetts 
replied: “If Ullman asks for it, it’ll go on” the list for a 
House vote. 

“I asked for a tax bill. I asked the committee chairman to 
bring it up. I told members I want it,’ House Speaker Carl 
Albert, D-Okla., had told reporters earlier in the day. 

But the bill had assorted opponents ranging from oil-stage 
forces who claimed it was too tough on the petroleum 
industry to some liberals who insisted it was too weak and 
urged delay until the new Congress convenes next year.

Execs discuss

A proposal to censure an 
ASBYU traffic court judge 
was reviewed and then tabled 
until January’ by the 
Bxecutive ~Council in 
Thursday’s meeting. 

The proposal, brought 
before the council by Ron 
Jayne one the 
Defender’s Office, asked the 
council to publicly censure 
Traffic Court Judge Derrin 
Watson. 


The Council also approved 
a by-law change proposed by 
Executive Vice Pres.

In other council business, 
funds were appropriated for 
the chess club and the hockey 
club and recommendations 
from the election committee 
were reviewed. 


Referring to the censure 
proposal, Student Defender 
Ron Jayne said the proposal

in conjunction with the 
attorney general because of 
several complaints. 


Because of planned changes 
in the traffic court system 
and the absence of Watson, 
the council decided to table 
the proposal until January. 


Atty. Gen. Dave Berrett 


said, “The whole system of

Earlier in the week, Watson 
said he had no comments for 
the press, and he was not 
available Thursday to react to 
the issue. 

In other action, council 
members, faced with a low 
and rapidly depleting budget, 
debated a chess club proposal 
before finally approving a 
$660 allocation. 

With the funds, four 
members of the chess team 
will fly to Louisville, Ky., to 
compete in the Pan American 
tournament to be conducted 
during Christmas vacation. 

Also receiving funds from 
the Executive Council was 
the BYU hockey team, which 
has a game with the 
University of Utah Saturday 
night. The team was allocated 


$80 for uniform supplies. 

Steve Swann, chairman of 
the election committee for 
this year, was present at the 
meeting to issue campaign 
recommendations for the 
winter elections. 

Swanns’ recommendations 
included eliminating 
entertainment from the 
campaigns, limiting the quad 
projects to three days and 
several other ideas. 

After much discussion on 
campaigns and their purpose, 


the Executive Council 
decided to reject the 
proposals and conduct 


elections as in the past with 
only a few changes in 
financial policies. 

Candidates must now 
submit an itemized statement 
of expenses to the Election 
Committee on Feb. 28, 
March 10 and 14.

it is. “ There’s too much freedom here,” one 
says, “‘so you never know where you stand.” 

B-North is the protective custody wing of 
medium security. The 28 cells that make up 
B-North served until the late 60s as the 
maximum security for the prison before a 
separate maximum facility was built. 

Inmates are put under protective custody, 
meaning protection from the rest of the 
prison population, for a variety of reasons. 
Some are unable to pay back debts—a sure 
way to get ‘‘shanked,” or knifed—and others 
are fearful of homosexual advances from 
stronger inmates. 

Still others have incurred the wrath of 
another inmate when both were “on the 
streets.’ Such inmates could be sliced up for 
a slight, however small. 

Those in B-North are considered 
“snitches,’ or stool pigeons, by the rest of 
the inmates. 

A “snitch” is probably the lowest form of 
inmate life—and the most in danger—because 
he is suspected of breaking the most binding 
ofinmate codes: unity against authority. 
“All they need is a good—kicking,”’ says one 
inmate about those in B-North. Another 
admits tthat without protective custody 
several of his number might be dead by 
nightfall. 

In many ways, life in B-North is 
considered to be worse than in maximum. 
One inmate complained of frequent cold and 
dirty food, the meals for B-North being 
prepared by inmates from the regular prison 

‘population. “Everyone thinks we’re all 
snitches,”’ he said, “‘and the prejudice of the 
inmates against those in B-North carries over 
to the guards.” 


Other frequent gripes center around the 
fact that B-North has no tier television or 
tadio, as does maximum and no arts and 
crafts. Inmates complain they are shorted on 
medicine and have “real mess-ups in 
security’? when the tier locks are sometimes 
ott Open. a tach ihat— neal. on 
imaginary—illustrates the almost palpable 
fear toward the general inmate population.

The cells in which B-North inmates live for 
23 and one-half hours every day—the half 
hour being set aside for a shower—are tiny 
cubicles approximately six and a half by 
eight feet in size. Each institutional-green 
painted cell is equipped with a small sink 
and toilet, a bed, a two-foot square tabletop 
bolted to a cell wall and usually a line strung 
across the cell on which to hang clothes. 

“It?s so boring you want to cut off your 
arm,” one inmate said, in what should not 
be mistaken for idle inmate talk. As in 
maximum security, the instances of 
self-inflicted injury are so frequent as to be a 
commonplace. Arm-cutting and attempted 
hangings appear to be the most common 
methods. They are employed either as a. 


* means to get out of one’s cell and go to the 


hospital, or perhaps, as one of the therapists 
believes, as a result of stimulus deprivation. 
There’s just not that much else to do. 

An arm-gouging inmate in maximum puts 
it simply and without a trace of humor: “I 
wanted to see what was under the skin.” 

The one-story cement maximum security 
building on the north end of the prison 
complex was built in 1968 and since that 
time has suffered only one inmate escape—a 
nine-man foray almost four years ago that 
made use of the cooling system to exit the 
building. Two 12-foot chain-link fences with 
barbed wire at the top set the building apart 
from the rest of the grounds, and all comings 
and goings are closely monitored by four 
gun towers and four electrically-controlled 
doors inside the building. 

Inside, Officer Richard Billings has made 
an obsession of security, as one would who 
has been told repeatedly by various inmates 
in maximum that there is a contract out on 
his life.

escape, labeling future attempts “very 
possible.”’ 

“These inmates take an ungodly amount 
of medication,” Billings muses, and inmates 
throughout the prison are inclined to agree. 
Many are given liberal doses of valium, a 
strong tranquilizer, and one inmate in 
maximum said an inmate could get about all 
he wanted of certain types of drugs, 
particularly tranquilizers. 

Use of the 10 by 12 foot library in 
maximum is one of the few methods of 
diversion besides television, radio and the 
endless rapping between cells. One pair of 
inmates whiles away hours on end by rolling 
a small ball back and forth between cells. 
Both say they have found the peace at 


maximum that eluded them in medium. 

“It’s easier over here; there aren’t as many 
head hassles,’ says one. And then, smiling: 
“also, I would have had to kill or be killed if 
I had stayed in medium,” a fact verified by 
several medium security inmates. His 
insecure condition arose from a misguided 
business venture. ‘““The money speculation in 
prison is just the same as on Wall Street; it’s 
the same wheeling and dealing, only on a 
smaller scale,” he explained. 

In the second segment of the series that 
will run in the Universe on Monday; the 
focus will be on the inmates and their 
relation to their environment—in “‘the joint’ 
and on the outside—dealing with family 
history, drug use, violence and alienation 
from prison authorities.

Mall Christmas sales up, says po}

Contrary to predictions 
that Christmas sales would 
suffer this year because of 
inflation, area store owners, 
in general, are enjoying their 
best year yet. 

A Universe survey at 
University Mall indicates 
shoppers are not timid about 
spending their money at 
all—they are just more 
cautious and practical. 

According to Mall store 
managers, it appears that 
shoppers were Saving their 
money in November in 
anticipation of December gift 
buying. Most stores reported 
20 to 50 per cent decreases in 
November sales, but 
December has produced 
increases from 5 to 33 per 
cent higher than last year. 
Moreover, merchants expect 
business to increase as Dec. 
25 comes closer. 


Budget items are “‘in” 

Budget items and practical 
good are the “in” gifts to put 
under the tree this year. Rod 
Pack, assistant manager of 
ZCMI, says “Luxury items 
are down in sales this year, 
but the store hasn’t suffered 
any because the sales volume 
of housewares, and smaller 
practicals, are up.”’ 


Dick Scheen, manager of 
Lerner Shops, indicated that 
on reason people are buying 
as much and more than usual 
is that the stores, especially 
the larger chain stores, are 
able to react to buying trends 
very rapidly. 

“TI have noticed people are 
looking for products they can 
trim a dollar or two off what 
they usually pay,” he said, 
“but we are ready to satisfy 
their need with the values 
they are looking for.” He 
figures that the little man 
probably isn’t as fortunate as 
the chain businesses because 
of his inability to react as 
quickly to buying trends. 

Clothing products have 
varied in sales volume this 
year. Most managers, 
especially those in specialty 
items, report that sales are up 
or average in comparison to 
sales this time last year. 
However, many buyers have 
taken to making their own 
clothes to save a few extra 
dollars. 

In the University Mall 
survey, Brent Coombs, 
manager of House of Fabrics, 
stated that his store’s sales 
were way up over their 
highest expectations. “The 
company’s annual report 
indicates that sales are up a 
full 33 per cent over last year, 
which is fantastic.”

Donald Cope, says he has 
received reports from black 
residents of prejudicial 
treatment against their 
children because of the 
conviction of three blacks in 
the triple slaying. 

And, a news report said the 
Governor’s Black Policy 
Advisory Group has expected 
to adopt a statement on the 
matter. 

Cope, assigned by the state 
to look into the problems of 
blacks, said Wednesday blacks 
have been ‘“‘subjected to 
undue harassment in their 
every-day life.” 


William Andrews, 19, 
Dallas, Tex., and Dale S. 
Pierre, 21, Brooklyn, N.Y. 


were sentenced to death on 
three counts of murder last 
month, and Keith Leon 
Roberts, 20, Lawton, Okala., 
was sentenced to five years to 
life in prison for aggravated 
robbery. 

They were convicted by an 
all-white jury last month in 
Farmington of killing three 
people during a robbery at 
the Ogden HiFi Shop last 
April.

The religion referred to is the 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints (Mormon), 
which denies its priesthood, 
held by worthy males of 
other races, to blacks. 

“Not that having blacks on 
a jury would have changed 
the verdict, but all the laws 
say a jury by your peers,” the 
Tribune quotes the statement 
as saying.

could result in passage next week of a far-reaching trade bill.

Senate sources say it has been made clear to the White 
House that if President Ford is to get the trade legislation he 
is pressing for, he will have to accept another bill requiring 
that 30 per cent of imported oil be carried on U.S. tankers. 

It is generally conceded that the tanker bill, which the 
Ford administration previously has opposed, would raise the 
price of gasoline and heating oil, especially in New England 


states. 
Ford has called the trade 


legislation one of the most 


important bills in recent years. It would give him authority 
to negotiate for lower tariffs and for reduction of other 
barriers to free trade with the rest of the world. 

The bill also would grant trade concessions to the Soviet 
Union as the result of an understanding between the Ford 


administration and Soviet leaders.

Israeli jets blasted 
Palestinian camps on the edge 
of Beirut for the first time 
Thursday in a lightning raid 
believed aimed at destroying 
the nerve center for a grenade 
attack 24 hours earlier that 
left 3 dead and 58 wounded 
in a Tel Aviv movie theater. 

Lebanese Premier Rashid 
Solh told Parliament that one 
Palestinian woman was killed 
and 10 other. Palestinians 
were wounded in the rocket 
and bomb attack, which came 
shortly after 3 p.m. 

United Nations observers 
reported to headquarters in 
New York that surface-to-air 
missiles and antiaircraft guns 
were fired at the Israeli 
raiders, and Lebanon’s 
Defense Ministry said one of 
the jets was shot down. The 
fate of the crew was not 
known. 

There was no immediate 
comment from the Israeli 
command, but an informed 
source in Tel Aviv said the 
target area was a training site 
for the Palestine Liberation

few questions to clear up 
ambiguities, it can produce a 
translation into any one of 
several languages.”

Cowboy rushers 


face tough Y test

Oklahoma State makes its 
first bowl appearance in 16 
years when it travels to 
Tempe, Ariz. to meet the 
Cougars of BYU in the Fiesta 
Bowl Dec. 28. The Cowboys 
own a 6-5 record overall and 
finished 4-3 in the Big Eight. 


Iowa State was the lone 
common opponent of BYU 
and Oklahoma State and the 
Cyclones beat BYU 34-7 at 
Ames in the early season and 
lost to the Cowboys 14-12. 

Oklahoma State will be 
matching strength against 
strength as they bring in a 
rushing attack that amassed 
2,378 yards in 1974. 

In turn, the Cowboys will 
be facing the fourth-ranked 
defense in the nation against 
the run. The only teams that 
allowed less on the ground 
than BYU were Michigan, . 
Ohio State, and Brown. 


Drastic changes . 

OSU Head Coach Jim 
Stanley said the Cowboys did 
not plan any drastic changes 
in strategy because ‘‘teams 
can’t afford major changes 
this late in the season.” 

Stanley said BYU and 
Oklahoma State have agreed 
to a film exchange of each 
team’s last five games and 
that the Cowboy coaching 
staff will be looking for BYU 
tendencies before resuming 
practice on Dec. 16. 

Stanley revealed a 
conversation regarding BYU 
he had with. the head coach 
of Iowa State, Earle Bruce. 
“Coach Bruce told me they 
beat BYU on the kicking 
game but weren’t able to run 
over them like they planned.” 


Sheide moves best 

Stanley also talked about 
the Cougars’ All-WAC 
quarterback Gary Sheide. 
“This pro scout told me that 
Nebraska’s David Humm has 
the quickest release and some 
quarterback on the coast 
throws more accurately, but 
Sheide moves his team better 
than any player in the 
country. 

“Mark Hatley (OSU _ aide) 
saw BYU beat. Utah. and: says 
they use a lot of different 
sets, are very strong up front 
and have the most efficient 
quarterback he’s seen in a 
long time,” said Stanley.

According to Stanley, the 
Cowboys are healthier now 
than at any time since 
pre-season practice. The only 
player who won’t be ready 
for the bowl is George 
Palmer, OSU’s leading rusher 
at fullback. 


Palmer sidelined 


Palmer carried the ball 99 
times for the Cowboys for 
before being 
sidelined. 

Replacing Palmer is a 
converted halfback, Robert 
Roummerns urnensis: -5-11- 
weighs 189 pounds and is a 
SOMDM Om Owe eo sa 
Wynnewood, Okla. In his 
back up role Turner carried 
the ball 66 times for 295 
yards, a 4.5 average per carry. 

At quarterback is another 
SOQ MMO MOR, Cingiwiie 
Weatherbie, 6-2, 185 pounds. 
Weatherbie carried the ball 
120 times for 183 yards. He 
attempted 100 passes and 
completed 38 with two 
touchdowns. 

Weatherbie’s completions 
were good for 601 yards 
while he was intercepted six 
times. 


Bain leading receiver 

The leading receiver on the 
Cowboys was a freshman, 
Gerald Bain from Hollywood, 
Fla. An all-state performer in 
high school, Bain caught 14 
passes picking up 288 yards. 

The starting halfbacks for 
OSU will be Leonard 
Thompson and either Terry 
Mui Or Shei Waylorr, 
Thompson was the third 
leading rusher on OSU this 
year getting 301 yards on 66 
carries for a 4.4 average. 

Miller, who has recovered 
from a leg fracture, was the 
second leading rusher in ’74 
with 355 yards in 86 carries. 
He’ll be vying with Taylor for 
the starting spot against the 
Cougars. Taylor averaged five 
yards a carry, picking up 277 
yards in his 55 carries. 


All-Big Eight tackle 

OSU’s defense is anchored by 
its lone All-Big Eight 
performer, tackle Philip 
Dokes. Dokes is only a 
sophomore, stands 6-5 and 
weighs -:in;-at 250 .pounds. 
Considered excellent at the 
pass rush, Dokes has enough 
speed that the OSU staff 
considered converting him 
into a tight end. 


Playing with Dokes on the 
line will be two of the 
Cowboys leading tacklers. 
Carl Devorce plays nose guard 
and led the Cowboys in 
unassisted tackles with 34. 
The 6-1, 253-pound senior 
will play along side another 
two year letterman, defensive 
end Tony Buck. 

Buck is small for a lineman 
at 6-1 and weighing only 206 
pounds, yet he made 32 
unassisted tackles and assisted 
on 40 others. Buck led OSU 
in tackling opponents for 
losses, doing it 15 times with 
a net loss for opponents of 84 
yards. 

Bobby Shepard was OSU’s 
leading pass defender this 
year with five interceptions. 
After: Shepard is Reggie 
Pearson with four and Mike 
Terry, who had two. 

BYU will face a Cowboy 
pass defense that gave up 
only 950 yards through the 
air in 1974 and intercepted 
16 passes. The game average 
for passing yardage against 
OSU was 87 yards.

Abuse of system? 


The nation is getting a Christmas present, probably a week 
too soon but definately three and a half months overdue. 

With only seven “nays” Nelson A. Rockefeller was 
approved by the Senate for the position as vice president of 
the United States. 

House approval of Rockefeller is expected next week. With 
his confirmation, for the first time in the history of the 
United States, millions of people will find heading in the 
executive branch of government two men whom they did not 
choose. 

Rockefellers confirmation has been delayed thus far by 
hearings which seep with tals of gifts and loans and have 
produced budget figures which could bear the cost of Santa’s 
bags themselves. 

Critics say that Rockefeller would only add the USS. to his 
empire increase his monetary loans to friends. 

Supporters of Rockefeller emphasize his great political 
experience and accomplishments. 

But the layman must be content to write letters to 
Congressmen and read of the progress of the Rockefeller 
hearings via the media. 

Only time will determine whether Rockefeller is the best 
man for the job or merely the politician who wouldn’t give 
up. 

The frustration that faces the nation is the realization that 
the voting citizen played only a small role in choosing the 
new vice president and, in earlier months, a vice president 
who became chief executive. 

The system of nomination of vice presidents by the chief 
executive is vital to the smooth operation of the nation. But 
the almost necessary abuse of this system in recent months 
and the prospect of two men ruling from the White House 
without the formality of common consent arouses a fearful 
anticipation in some that can only be healed by time.

Seasonal spirits 


Commenting on the astonishingly short time in which the 
Nephites turned from a righteous to a wicked nation, Nephi 
puts his finger on the spot: 

“Now the cause of this iniquity of the people was 
this—Satan had great power, unto the stirring up of the 
people to do all manner of iniquity. . tempting them to seek 
(i.e., work) for power, and authority, and riches, and the vain 
things of the world.” (3 Nephi 6:15) 


I pray that there may be some Latter-day Saints who do 
not succumb to the last and most determined onslaught of 
Babylon, which I beleve may be coming. 


Such is the ending of Hugh Nibley’s lecture “What is Zion? A 
Distant View” (page 21), part of the “Joseph Smith Lecture 
Series:What is Zion?” for 1972-73. Just a few paragraphs 
earlier, Nibley said this: 

“All of my life I have shied away from these disturbing and 
highly unpopular--even offensive-themes. But I cannot do so 
any longer, because in my old age I have taken to reading the 
scriptures and there have had it forced upon my reluctant 
attention, that from the time of Adam to the present day, 
Zion has been pitted against Babylon, and the name of the 
game has always been money--‘Power and gain’.”’ 

I appreciate Hugh Nibley in his “old age.” As I read his 
lecture, I was struck by the strong similarity of his subject 
matter and philosophy to that of G. Hugh Allred, author of 
“On the Level with Self, Family, and Society” and “The 
Challenge to Be One.” These two authors, though their 
approaches and academic areas are different, are both 
concerned about a society that tends to pit man against man 
and alienate him from his fellowmen. 

“On the Level” is a study in the essentials of human 
interaction; in it, Allred presents ethical modes for human 
behavior that are closely related to the characteristics of Zion 
and Babylon as given by the Lord to his people to help them 
identify and understand righteous and unrighteous behavior. 
“The Challenge to Be One” includes appropriate scriptures 
and lists qualities of Zion and Babylon inhabitants; these lists 


are somewhat reminiscent of those the Lord gives us in the — 


Sermon on the Mount. The booklet is an appropriate 
introduction to “On the Level,’ for its purpose is to place 
behavioral science theories, concepts, and models in a Zion 
perspective. 

I have also been reading other books and articles on the 

subject of Zion and Babylon and this has caused me to 
reflect more seriously than ever upon the characteristics of 
Zion and upon the character of Jesus Christ. I see more 
realistically that with Christ as the model, man, who has free 
agency, can mold his own character, become pure in heart, 
and be capable of living happily in a Zion society, where true 
freedom and peace prevail. As I understand it, the purpose of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is to help 
individuals build Christlike character into their souls and in 
the process build up a Zion society—a place where Christ can 
joyfully dwell. 
_ Both Nibley and Allred throw considerable light on the 
effects of good and evil in regards to this building process. 
Allred describes how the reader can diminish selfish, 
competitive interaction with spouse, children, neighbor, and 
friends and increase mutual respect and concern. Both 
authors realize that neither Rome (which became a Babylon) 
nor the City of Enoch (which the Lord took unto himself) 
was built in a day. 

They know that realistic change for the better requires 
time. They aiso know that a person’s attitudes, beliefs, 
expectations, goals, and overt behaviors can be modified 
significantly if he chooses to modify them and then works 
over a period of time to do so. 

Once one recognizes where and how he needs to improve, 
he can begin working on realistic goals that will enable him 
to maximize his strengths and diminish his weaknesses-an 
exercise in humility that enables him to repent, to grow and 
progress in the truest, purest sense of repentance. This is why 
the Savior has given us his gift of The Atonement. 

Both Nibley and Allred are primarily concerned with the 
way we human beings treat each other, particularly in the 
Church--because we are to be a light unto the world, an 
example of a better way of life in both word and deed. I have 
benefited from their knowledge and insights; I understand 
better now why Zion and Babylon can never be friends. They

It looks like nothing will deter the grisly 
slaughter. 

Over a week has passed since the National 
Farmer’s Organization demanded $2 billion 
from the government as an alternative to the 
wasteful butchery and earthen-pit burial of 
1,500,000 cattle. Because no move has been 
made to comply with demands of this 
desperate group, only the worst can be 
expected. 

NFO members claim they have been 
driven to this type of sensationalism to 
notify the American people of their 
monetary plight. Admittedly, this segment 
of agriculture has been hit incredibly hard 
during the last 18 months by rising costs of 
production, and have not been reimbursed 
by comparable market profits. 


Last year’s feeder calves were purchased at 
prices 200 per cent higher than today’s. That 
costly burden was increased when cattle 
feeders erringly chose to fatten them on 
grain, then relatively cheap, but fated to rise 
nearly 150 per cent. Thus, cattle feeders 
have commonly lost $150a head this year. 


Although most of the 185 cattle feeders in 
Utah County lost $15,000 to $45,000 all 
told, few support the protestations of the 
radical NFO minority. Few other people do. 


facts have been ignored or distorted by the 
metropolitan press. Support for this 
statement is not easily apparent. What is 
apparent, however, is that their deplorable 
acts have reduced their chances for clarifying 
matters more than “objective’’ news ever 
could.

Private investment in gold which becomes legal 
Jan. 1 may have pitfalls of which consumers are 
not aware. 

Such is the opinion of a local goldsmith, two 
dealers for brokers, and a BYU economist. 

According to BYU economist Dr. Larry 
Wimmer, people should not buy gold as a way to 
fight inflation. 

“In the past, gold was an effective way to 
hedge against the soaring prices caused by 
inflation. Now, because of its extremely high 
value, there is a great deal of uncertainity about 
future price trends,” he said. 

Samuel Montagu, a dealer for brokers, said: 
“Much of the recent rise in the price of gold has 
been due to hopes of increased demands from 
the United States when public ownership 
becomes legal. But a great deal of the demand 
will now be met by the U.S. Treasury.” 

Another dealer for brokers, Sharps Pixley, 
said: “The price of gold is very heavily marked 
down as well as sold on fears that the price will 


continue to drop because of the U.S. decision to 
auction off two million ounces of the metal.” 

The gold, valued officially at $84.4 million, 
will come from government-held gold reserves, 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon has said. 

The government gold will be sold at a public 
auction on Jan 6. 

The secretary also disclosed in testimony 
before the House Banking and Currency 
Subcommittee that the government will consider 
selling additional gold in the future, although 
probably in smaller amounts. 

Simon has made clear the Jan. 6 sale of gold is 
directly connected to the decision of Congress to 
permit Americans to own gold, ending a 41-year 
ban on private ownership of the precious metal. 

He said if the government did not sell some of 
its gold, an increase in gold imports would be 
required to meet speculative and industrial needs. 

The sale of two million ounces will be only a 
small portion of the official U.S. gold supply of 
276 million ounces. 

However, John Beezley, a local goldsmith, 
said: “I wonder if the U.S. . as much gold as they 
say. They have been paying most of their debts

_ Gold sale may have pitfalls 


to other countries in the recent past with gold. 

“‘People have been cheated of their 
constitutional rights for the past 41 years by not 
being able to own their gold. People should be 
able to own gold as well as livestock or any other 
commodity,”’ he said. 

“Gold prices will fluctuate, but because of the 
law of supply and demand, they will eventually 
settle lower than they are at the present-—close to 
$180 an ounce,” he said. 

“*Many speculators,” he continued, “are 
holding gold at this time waiting to prey on 
people who have little understanding of precious 
metals. They are doing this because they feel 
there will be an initial surge of gold-buying and 
people will pay exorbitant prices for it. 

“Private ownership of gold and the U.S. 
auction of it will, in my opinion, have no 
immediate effect on the economy as a whole. 
We'll all just have to hope it eventually will 
straighten itself out.” 

Beezley reiterated the feelings of Dr. Wimmer 
when he said the small buyer should not invest in 
the gold market unless he understands all the risks 
involved.

The oldest solution for 
obesity—eating less— is still 


the best solution, according | 


to a panel of four doctors 
who discussed the problem 
Wednesday. 

The panel was moderated 
by Dr. Dalla Mae Rasmussen, 
of the Personal Development 
Center. 

One member of thypanel, 
Dr. Ruth Walker from the 
Department of Food Science 
and Nutrition, said obesity 
occurs when one eats more 
calories than his body uses. 

She said anyone who is 15 
per cent above his normal 
body weight is considered 
obese and that up to 50 per 
cent of older Americans are 
overweight. 

Obesiiive teadsmavoean 
increased susceptibility to 
many diseases, including 
APT SCPRIO©SClEFOBRIS, 
hyper-tension, gallstones, 
kidney diseases, diabetes and 
a higher death: rate, Dr. 
Walker said. 

Dr. Jonathon Chamberlain, 
of the Personal Development 
Center, said mythical fears 
prevent many people from 
losing weight. “They'll say, 
‘’m afraid that I really will 
be lonely if I don’t eat this 
cake,’ which causes them to 
eat the cake.” 

He said that such fears as 
loneliness cause people to eat 
even though they don’t want 
to. 

He-also dascussed 
“‘self-defeating behavior” 
workshops the Personal 
Development Center has been 
conducting. These workshops 
are designed to help people 
understand those things they 
do which prevent them from 
losing weight. 

A girl he counseled would 
look in the mirror and say.to 
herself, ““You fat slob,” and 
the, feeling she was a fat slob, 
she would go eat. But when 
the girl realized she was using 
her obesity as an excuse to

eat, she began looking in the 
mirror and saying, “Look at 
you, 
Thinking she was beautiful, 
she ate less and began to lose 
weight. 

Dr. DeVon Nelson of the 
Health Center said obesity 
causes hypertension and high 
blood pressure. He said that 
“‘for every pound of fat 
gained five miles of capillaries 
must be kept supplied with 
blood by the heart.”

i TICLE I. LEGISLATIVE POWERS 


} I. Definition 


jne legislative powers herein granted shall be vested in the Executive Council, which shall make all laws necessary and 
‘for the execution of the powers granted by this Constitution. The Executive Council shall be composed of all elected 
: y, and shall be presided.over by the ASBYU President. ; ; 


i Il. Powers and Duties 


A quorum of the Executive Council shall consist of a majority of the elected officers. A majority vote of the quorum 
present shall be necessary to enact all resolutions and bills, unless otherwise provided by law. 
) The weekly meetings of the Executive Council shall be open to members of the ASBYU (Student Association), with 
}_ the exception of those meetings declared “Executive Session” by the ASBYU President. Any member of the ASBYU 
} (Student Association) has the right to present a legitimate matter before the Executive Council according to the rules 
and procedures established by the Council. 


The Executive Council shall be required upon the initiative of the students to vote on any bill bearing the signatutes of 
one percent of the members of the ASBYU (Student Association). 


The Executive Council shall be required to submit to the ASBYU (Student Association) for referendum any bill 
bearing the signatures of five percent of the members of the ASBYU (Student Association). All such bills shall become 


law with a concurring majority vote of those students voting, provided that not less than ten percent of the ASBYU 
participate in the voting. 


Initiation of impeachment proceedings against a member of the Executive Council shall be effected by either of the 
following actions: 
1. Submission to the Attorney General of a petition carrying the signatures of at least five percent of the ASBYU 
; (Student Association) or 
2. _A majority vote of all members of the Executive Council, excluding the officer being impeached. 


All impeachment proceedings will be presided over by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, prosecuted by the 
_ Attorney General, and tried by the Executive Council. An impeached officer shall be removed only by a three-fourths 
_ vote of the Executive Council, each member casting one vote, excluding the person being impeached. 


The preparation of the ASBYU (Student Association) budget shall be the responsibility of the outgoing Executive 
Council, subject to modification and final approval by the incoming Executive Council. 


The Executive Council shall establish financial policies and procedures consistent with those of Brigham Young 
University, with the exception that all books and records reflecting ASBYU budgets and financial transactions shall be 
available for inspection by any member of the ASBYU (Student Association) at reasonable times and under reasonable 
| circumstances. ‘ 


Unless re-enacted by the new Executive Council, all laws enacted by the outgoing Executive Council, except those 
concerning appropriations of ASBYU funds and election procedures, shall expire 90 (60) days following the election of 
the incoming Council. :

8. Appoint the Justices of the Supreme Court, Judges of inferior courts, and the Attorney General of the ASBYU 
(Student Association), with the consent of two-thirds of the Executive Council. 


9. Form a committee consisting of the outgoing ASBYU President, the outgoing Ombudsman, and himself, and 
select a new Ombudsman as a non-voting member of the Executive Council, with the consent of two-thirds of 
the Executive Council. 


10. Make appointments to student vacancies on university committees, with the consent of two-thirds of the 
Executive Council. Student vacancies shall be specified by the University President. 
Oe Administer ASBYU (Student Association) elections and referendums. 


The Executive Vice President shall assist the ASBYU President, preside over the Executive Council in his absence, and 
_ shall become ASBYU President in the event that the office is declared vacant by a three-fourths vote of the remaining 
Executive Council members. 
~ The Vice President of Academics shall be responsible for supplementing the academic program of the university by 
providing the students increased opportunity for academic growth and advancement. 


The Vice President of Athletics shall be responsible for the promotion of student support of and participation in

including programs of student participation. 


_ The Vice President of Finance shall be responsible for the (preparation and) supervision of the ASBYU budget (of the 
Student Association).

CONSTITUTIONAL REVISION 


3. Shall the Freshman Office be relocated under the Office of Organizations and 
Student Involvement? 
- Explanation of Proposals: 


Number one—This will help make the ASBYU Constitution a better Constitution. It 
will not change the nature of Student Government. 


Numbers two and three—These proposals will consolidate Freshman, Women, and Or- 
ganizations Offices into a single office which will be responsible for all special 
interest groups. This Vice-President will be elected in the Fall, by all students. 


(G. The Vice President of Freshman Involvement shall be responsible for programs to inform and involve freshmen in 
university activities.)

He (Ds The Vice President of Student Community Services shall be responsible for making available to students both service 
projects and the necessary means for their accomplishment. 


The Vice President of Organizations and Student Involvement shall be responsible for the coordination of the activities 
and programs of campus special interest groups. These groups shall include, but are not limited to the Married Students 
Council, the Women’s Council, and New Students Council, and all campus clubs and student organizations.

(J. The Vice President of Organizations shall be responsible for the coordination of activities and programs of campus 
clubs and organizations.) 


(K. The Vice President of Women’s Activities shall be responsible for programs which enhance the academic, cultural, 
social, and service aspects of the lives of BYU women.) 


ARTICLE IV. JUDICIAL POWERS 


Section I. 


The judicial powers herein granted shall be vested in an ASBYU Supreme Court, consisting of one Chief Justice and four 
Associate Judges, and in such inferior courts as are created by law. All justices shall be appointed, and the Chief Justice 
designated, by the ASBYU President, subject to approval by two-thirds of the Executive Council. All justices shall hold office 
until resignation of (termination of their membership in the Student Association) their failure to register for fall or winter 
semester. 


Section II. Powers and Duties 


A. Original jurisdiction over issues of constitutionality shall be vested in the Supreme Court. The original and appellate 
jurisdiction of the ASBY U Courts over non-constitutional issues shall be as provided by law. 


B. A decision of the Supreme Court shall be rendered upon a concurring vote of a majority of the Supreme Court Justices. 


C. The judiciary shall render decisions only in actual cases or controversies, but may render advisory opinions upon 
request. 
D. The Supreme Court by a majority decision shall appoint a new ASBYU President from the Executive Council 
membership in the ,event that the offices of both ASBYU President and Executive Vice President are declared vacant 
~ by unanimous vote of the remaining Executive Council members. 


E. Supreme Court Justices may hold no other elected or judicial positions in the ASBYU (Student Association). 


F. Temporary vacancies in the judiciary shall be filled by appointment by the ASBYU President with the consent of 
two-thirds of the Executive Council. : 


ARTICLE V. REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING ASBYU OFFICERS 


Section I. Qualifications for Office 
A. No candidate for office may be on academic or disciplinary probation. 


B. All candidates for office must possess a minimum cumulative grate point average of 2.25 for all university credits or a 
minimum grade point average of 3.0 for the one semester prior to nomination. All officers shall maintain, while in 
office, a minimum grade point average of 2.25 or they shall be discharged from office. 


C. All elected officers, except the Vice President of Organizations and Student (Freshman) Involvement, shall have been 
members of the ASBYU (Student Association) for two semesters before the semester or term during which they 
assume Office. 


D. Each candidate for office of Vice President of Finance shall have been approved prior to nomination, on the basis of 
proper training, by a committee created by law for that purpose. 


E. Each candidate for the office of Executive Vice President shall be a running-mate of a candidate for the office of 
ASBYU President. 


Section II. Terms of Office 


A. Each elected officer, except the Vice President of Organizations and Student (Freshman) Involvement, shall be 
responsible for the activities of his office from the beginning of Spring Term following his election until the conclusion 
of the following Winter Semester. 


B. Each elected officer, (except the Vice President of Freshman Involvement), shall be a full-time student throughout his 
year in office, excluding, at his option, the two-month Summer Term. During the Summer Term he shall have 
authority to appoint an agent to act in his place under such terms and conditions as the elected officer shall deem 
appropriate. 


C. The Vice President of Organizations and Student (Freshman) Involvement shall be responsible for the activities of his 
office from the time of fis election during Fall Semester until the end of the sixth week of the next Fall Semester 
(until the end of Winter Semester), during which term of office he must be a full-time student (and a member of the 


Freshman Class). 


D. Oath of Office 


Before an elected officer can assume office, he must take the following oath of affirmation from the Supreme Court 
Chief Justice: “I do solemnly affirm that I will faithfully administer the responsibilities of the office of ASBYU 
—________ uphold the Constitution of the Associated Students of Brigham Young University, and sustain and 
promote the standards of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints.” 


Section III. Election Procedures for ASBYU Officers 


A. The general elections for ASBYU officers shall take place during Winter Semester, and shall not exceed three weeks' 
duration from the deadling for nominations to the final day of balloting. 


B. Only two candidates shall appear on the ballot for each office in the final elections. The person elected to each office 
shall be the candidate who receives a majority of votes, except in the event of a write-in candidate, when a plurality 
shall suffice. 


C. Further policies and procedures for all ASBYU elections shall be established with the consent of two-thirds of the 
Executive Council, and shall be administered by an elections committee appointed by the ASBYU President. 


D. The Vice President of Organizations and Student (Freshman) Involvement shall be elected by a majority of the votes 
cast in the Fall Semester (Freshman Class) elections. Only two candidates shall appear on the ballot in the final 
elections, which shall be concluded before the end of the sixty week of Fall Semester. (Membership in the Freshman 
Class shall be determined by the University administration.) 


ARTICLE VI AMENDMENTS 


Section I. Initiation 

Amendments to this Constitution may be initiated by a concurring vote of two-thirds of the Executive Council, or by 
petitions presented to the Executive Council bearing the signatures of five percent of the ASBYU (Student Association). 
Section II. Publication ) 


Proposed amendments must be published in the school newspaper at least ten school days prior to the date on which they 
are submitted to the ASBYU (Student Association) for ratification. An open forum shall be called for members of the ASBYU 
(Student Association) to discuss the proposed amendments prior to balloting. er aa 


Section III. Ratification 


Amendments shall become part of this Constitution upon concurring vote of two-thirds of those students voting, provided 
that not less than ten percent of the ASBYU (Student Association) participate in the voting.

A 
Mexican-American, Isaac 
Ruiz; a Cuban, Lazaro Perez, 
and myself.”’ 

Street smart 

He said he went into the 
role of Chico wide open. 
“Chico became me, not the 
other way around,” he said. 
““He’s street smart. He has 
gutter sense. He’s using his 
street fighting instincts in a 
peaceful way. He’s a very 
sensitive person.” 

“When I was in high school 
they told me I was gonna be a 
bum,” he said. “That gave me 
the incentive.

My beloved brothers and 
sisters, humbly and gratefully 
I stand before you this 
morning, humbled by your 
presence, grateful for the 
gospel that makes this great 
university possible.

Not only did He lay down 
before us the perfect example 
for earthly living, but for our 
sake, He willingly gave us His 
life. He went through an 
agony both in body and 
spirit, of which we cannot 
comprehend, to bring to us 
the glorious blessing of the 
atonement and the 
resurrection. 

Some men are willing to die 
for their faith, but will not 
fully live for it. Christ both 
lived and died for us. By 
walking in His steps and 
through His atonement we 
can gain the greatest gift of 
all—eternal life—which is that 
kind’ of life. of the. great 
_ Eternal One—Our Father in 
heaven. 

Christ asked the question as 
to what manner of men ought 
we to be. He answered by 
saying we ought to be even as 
He is. (3 Nephi 27:27.) 

That man is greatest and 
most blessed and joyful 
whose life most closely fits 
the pattern of the Christ. This 
has nothing to do with 
earthly wealth, power, or 
prestige. The only true test of 
greatness, blessedness, 
joyfulness is how close can a 
life come to being like the 
Master, Jesus Christ. He is the 
right way, the full truth, and 
the abundant life. 

The constant and most 
recurring question in our 
minds, touching -every 
thought and deed of our lives 
should be, “Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do?” (Acts 
9:6.) The answer to that 
question can come through 
the light of Christ and the 
Holy Ghost. Fortunate are 
those who so live that their 
being is filled with both of 
them. 

We have a work to do, to 
follow Him. 

Who does God’s work, will 
get God’s pay, 

However long may seem 
the day, 

However weary be the way, 

He does not pay as others 
pay,

Secondly, in addition to 
Christ providing us the gift of 
His life as a model, He has 
provided us the gift of a 
prophet. Of all mortal men, 
we Should keep our eyes most 
firmly fixed on the captain, 
ENS PROMAEI, SeCR, Aiac! 
revelator and president of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. 

This is the man who stands 
closest to the fountain of 
living waters. There are some 
heavenly instructions for us 
that we can only receive 
through the prophet. A good 
way to measure your standing 
with the Lord is to see how 
you feel about, and act upon, 
the inspired words of His 
earthly representative, the 
prophet-president. 

The inspired words of the 
president are not to be trifled 
with. All men are entitled to 
inspiration and various men 
are entitled to revelation for 
their particular assignment. 
But only one man stands as 
the Lord’s spokesman to the 
Church and the world and he 
is the president of the 
Church. The words of all 
other men should be weighed 
against his inspired words. 

Though His prophet is 
mortal, God will not let him 
lead His Church astray. God 
knows all things, the end 
from the beginning, and no 
man becomes president of the 
Church of Jesus Christ by 
accident, nor remains there 
by chance, nor is called home 
by happenstance. 

The most important 
prophet, so far as we are 
concerned, is the one who is 
living in our day and age. This 
is the prophet who has 
today’s instructions from 
God to us today. “God’s 
revelation to Adam did not 
instruct Noah how to build 
the ark.” 

Every generation has the 
need of the ancient scripture, 
plus the current scripture 
from the living prophet. 
Therefore, the most crucial 
reading and. pondering which 
you should do is the latest 
inspired words from the 
Lord’s mouthpiece. That is 
why it is essential that you 
have access to and carefully 
read his words in our Church 
periodicals. 

Yes, we thank thee, oh 
God, for a prophet to guide 
us in these latter days. 

Thirdly, in addition to the 
gifts of the life of Christ and 
His prophet, is the gift of His 
Church, The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
the only true and. living 
Church upon the face of the 
whole earth. (D&C 1:30.)

back 
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ELWC, Library, Cannon Center, Morris 
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receive baptism, priesthood, 
celestial marriage, and other 
sealing powers. It is the 
organized means which God 
is using to establish and 
expand His work. We must 
work with it and in it, build it 
up and move it forward. 

We should be willing to 
generously give of our time, 
talents, and means for the 
Church. No matter what 
happens to the world, the 
Church will grow in strength 
and will be intact when the 
Lord comes again. 

God has assured us that the 
Church will never again be 
taken from the earth because 
of apostasy. He has said that 
He is pleased with the 
Church, speaking collectively, 
and not individually. (D&C 
1:30.) This means that 


certain individuals within the 
Church may go astray and 
even fall away. 

This may happen even to a 
person in the Church who is 
ima position: of ssomie 
influence and authority. It 
has happened in the past, and 
it will happen in the future. If 
our faith is in Jesus Christ 
and not in the arm of flesh, 
then we will know that we 
are members of the Church of 
Jesus Christ and not the 
church of men. 

If you see some individual 
in the Church doing things 
which disturb you, or you 
feel the Church is not doing 
things the way you think 
they could or should be done, 
the following principles might 
be helpful: 

God has to work through 
mortals of varying degrees of 
spiritual progress. Sometimes 
he temporarily grants to men 
their unwise requests in order 
that they might learn from 
their own sad experiences. 

Some refer to this as the 
“Samuel principle.” The 
Children of Israel wanted a 
king, like all the nations. The 
Prophet Samuel was 
displeased and prayed to the 
Lord about it. The Lord 
responded by saying, Samuel, 
“they have not rejected thee, 
but they have rejected me, 
that I should not reign over 
them.” 

The Lord told Samuel to 
warn the people of the 
consequences if they had a 
king. Samuel gave them the 
warning. But they still 
insisted on their king. So God 
gave them a king and let them 
suffer. They learned the hard 
way. God wanted it to be 
otherwise, but within certain 
bounds He grants unto men 
according to their desires. 

Bad experiences are an 
expensive school but only 
fools keep going to it. 

Sometimes in our attempts 
to mimic the world and 
contrary to the prophet’s 
counsel we run after the 
world’s false educational, 
political, musical, and dress 
ideas. New worldly standards 
take over, a gradual 
breakdown occurs and 
finally, after such suffering, a 
humble people are ready to 
be taught once again a higher 
law. 

Now during all this gradual 
lowering of standards, the 
righteous should be living up 
to the highest personal 
standards they can; not 
forcing those standards on 
others, but preparing for and 
awaiting a better day which 
surely must come. 

Which leads me to another 
principle and that is that a 
leader cannot lead without 
followers. If better standards 
are to be observed, there 
must be a better people to do 
it.

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about clearing away “the

This means that on this 
campus, in due time, there 
will be an increasing number 
of textbooks written by 
inspired men of the Church. 
There will be less and less of a 
tendency to subscribe to the 


false teachings of men. There _ 


will be more and more a 
tendency to first lay the 
groundwork of the gospel 
truth in every subject, and 
then, if necessary, show 
where the world may fall 
short of that standard. 

In due time there will be 
increased teaching by the 
Spirit of God, but that can 
only take place if there is a 
decreased promotion of the 
precepts of men. 

We seek that which is 
praiseworthy, lovely, virtuous 
and of good report and we 
SAILUES BEGUMOWEem , 
Shakespeare, Rembrandt and 
Michaelangelo. In due time, 
we will also have more of our 
own giants—particularly great 
father-patriarchs and noble 
companions and mothers of 
men. 

There is certain music 
heard and art seen and 
clothes worn on this campus 
that must pass away—not 
DOCAWSE ENG BSiwlles 
change—but because our 
standards will be improved. 

When individual actions of 
some Church members 
disturb you, here’s another 
principle to consider. And 
this is the principle of 
stewardship. As the kingdom 
grows larger, and more and 
more responsibilities have to 
be delegated and stewardships 
handed out. Men respond in 
different degrees of valiancy 
to their stewardships. 

God is very patient and 
long-suffering as He waits for 
some of us to rise to our 
responsibilities. He usually 
gives a man a long enough 
rope and a long enough time 
to either pull himself up to 
the presence of God or drop 
off somewhere below. But 
while God is patient, no puny 
arm of man in his stewardship 
can long impede. or pervert 
the work of the Lord. The 
mills of God grind slowly, but 
they grind ever so finely. 

Because God has given men 
their agency, there will 
always be those who will 
misuse it. The gospel net 
draws in the good and the 
bad, the best and the worst. 
The worst because the devil, 
before the final cleansing, put 
some of his followers within 
the kingdom in order to try 
and destroy it. We have some 
of them within the kingdom 
today, and in due course their 
number shall be known. 

Time has a way of taking 
care of all things, of elevating 
the good and bringing down 
the bad. If we see things 
going on within the kingdom 
that disturb us, we might first 
resolve if the matter falls 
within our stewardship. We 
then might go to the person 
or people involved. If it is of 
such a nature that we think it 
should be called to the 
attention of higher authority, 
then we can in a kindly and 
quiet manner take the 
necessary steps at the proper 
level. 

To publish differences we 
may think we have with the 
leaders of the Church, to 
create strife and division, is a 
sure road to apostasy. Our 
task is to stick with the 
kingdom, to not let anything 
or anybody disaffect or sour 
us towards that great gift 


Church. 

The Church is true. Keep 
its laws; attend its meetings; 
sustain its leaders; accept its 
callings; get its recommend; 
enjoy its blessings. 

Fourthly, in addition to the 
gifts of the life of Christ, his 
prophet, and His Church is 
UNE i VOR. SOiensnbire. 
particularly The Book of 
Mormon. 

In his dedicatory prayer for 
the Washington Temple, 
President Kimball referred to 
the Book of Mormon, as did 
the Prophet Joseph, as the 
most correct book. The 
Prophet Joseph Smith also 
called it the keystone of our 
religion. He said that ‘“‘a man 
would get nearer to God by 
abiding its precepts than any 
other book.” (H.C. Vol. 4, p. 
467). 

That book was written for 
our day. Mormon who 
compiled it, saw us in vision 
and was directed to put into 
the book those things God 
felt we would especially need 
in our time. 

There was inspiration in 
making the Book of Mormon 
a required religion class on 
this campus. The faculty and 
student body should know 
The Book of Mormon better 
than any other book. Not 
only should we know what 
history and faith promoting 
stories it contains, but we 


should understand its 
teachings. 
If we really did our 


homework and approached

Among the opening words of 
his dedicatory prayer at the 
Washinton « bemmpile. 
President Kimball referred to 
our inspired Constitution. 

The elders of this Church 
have a prophetic mission yet 
to perform so far as the 
Constitution is concerned. In 
a discourse by Joseph Smith 
on July 19, 1840, he said, 
“Even this nation will be on 
the very verge of crumbling 
to pieces and tumbling to the 
ground, and when the 
Constitution is upon the 
brink of ruin, this people will 
be the staff upon which the 
nation shall lean, and they 
shall bear the Constitution 
away from the very verge of 
destruction.”

In many of the law 
schools of today you will 
hear that the Constitution is 
whatever the Supreme Court 
says it is. Could it be that the 
Supreme Court, which 
President McKay said is 
leading this nation down the 
road to atheism, is the agency 
to tell us what this divine 
document is? Can we learn 


which Christ has given us—His best_how to_preserve it by 
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studying what it is at the 
hands of some of those who 
are seeking to destroy it?

Gov. Carter decides to run 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Gov. Jimmy Carter of 
Georgia set forth a platform 
for his presidential candidacy 
Thursday and called for “new 
leadership and new ideas”’ to 
bridge the gulf between the 
American people and their 
government. 

Carter outlined a broad 
agenda of governmental 
reforms in a speech at the 
National Press Club here. He 
planned to announce his 
candidacy formally later 
Thursday at a rally in 
Atlanta. 


*‘To begin with, the 
confidence of people in our 
own government must be 
restored,” Carter said. “But 
too many officials do not 
deserve that confidence.” 

He called for “an 
all-inclusive sunshine law in 
Washington” to open to 
public scrutiny most 
governmental meetings, urged 
full financial disclosure by all 
federal officials and called for 
‘fa drastic and thorough 
revision of the federal 
bureaucracy.” 

In an interview before his 


two appearances, Carter, who 
is considered a distinct 
longshot for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, said 
he thought his chances 
“‘excellent” and declared, 
“Tm in the race to stay.” 

He joins Rep. Morris K’ 
Udall of Arizona as an active 
candidate in a Democratic 
presidential field expected to 
swell considerably before the 
first primary in New 
Hampshire in March 1976. 

In his speech, Carter said 
“political leaders have been 
isolated from the people and
